S.p..O. 341.—The following amendments which have been made by 
the Joint Committee constituted under sub-section (1) of section 9 of 
the Salaries and Allowances of Members of Parliament Act, 1954 (30 of 
1954) in the Members of Parliament (Travelling and Daily Allowances) 
Rules, 1957, in exercise of the powers conferred on it by sub-section (3) 
of the said section, and have been approved and confirmed by the 
Chairman of the Council of States and the Speaker of the House of the 
People, as req aired by sub-section (4) of that section, are published for 
general information:— 

Amendments 

(1) To rule 3 of the said rules, the following sub-rule shall be added:— 
“ (iii) Where it is not convenient for a Member to travel by the 

shortest route, he may travel by any route more convenient 
to him, and in such a case the railway fare shall be calculat¬ 
ed by the route by which he actually travelled: 

Provided that where the difference between the fare by the 
shortest route and the fare by the route by which he 
actually travelled exceeds sixty rupees, the difference in 
faxe payable to the Member shall be limited to sixty 
rupees”. 

(2) For rule 18 of the said rules, the following rule shall be substi¬ 
tuted:— 

"13(1) A travelling allowance bill for any return journey of the 
nature referred to in sub-section (1) of section 4 of the Act 
may be paid to a Member not more than seven days in 
advance of the date on which the journey is to be perform¬ 
ed by him: 
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Provided that in case the Member does not subsequently 
perform the journey on such date, t the amount of the 
travelling allowance taken in' advance shall be refunded 
forthwith. 

(2) A bill on account of daily allowance is payable only up to the 
date of the presentation of the bill.”
